Copies of the artist, conception drawing was 
furnished various Washington, D.C. law enforcement agencies 
and on June 18, .1979, The U.S. Capitol Police notified the 
FBI that a woman closely resembling the unknown subject wg^ 
observed walking on Capitol Hill. Based on this notification, 
Pauline Gatewood, a white female, born September 11, 1927, 

Social Security Number 218-40-2059, was interviewed by FBI 
agents on the comer of 12th and F Streets^ N.W. During the 
interview, GATEWOOD, who has no fixed address, expressed no 
hatred, interest or displeasure with any members of the 
judiciary. It was determined that Gatewood has been a public 
assistance recipient since 1971 and personally picks up 
subsistence benefits monthly at 500 First Street, N.W. b6

Neither or Gatewood known to the U.S.Secret 

Service, U.S. Capitol Police or Metropolitan Police Departments 
Based on available information, no record of these 
individuals could be located in the Identification Division 
of the FBI. 

On July 30, 1979. 1 I advised 

she has received no additional telephone calls ,or visits 
from the unknown subject but stated should this occur in the 
future, she would immediately notify the FBI. 

On July 30, 1979, this case was discussed with 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Charles H. Roistacher, Chief of the 
Grand Jury Section. Mr. Roistacher noted' that all logical 
efforts to dateQto identify the unknown subject have beesn 
unproductive. In addition, conduct of the unknown subject 
appeared more as a nuisance and anoyance rather than a clear 
cut violation of Federal law. In view of these considerations, 
he would .decline prosecution.
